be conserved." The proclamation lays 
emphasis on the statement that under 
no circumstances can 
a particle of 


German territory be conceded to an- 
oth£r power. 
"The nation is assured that the gov- 


ernment will do everything -possible 
to obtain restoration , of elementary 
human rights." for the German na- 
tionals evicted from the Ruhr and the 
Khineland. 


The history of passive resistance Is 


reviewed by the document. which sets 
forth that1 1SO.OOO men.- women and 
children, have been driven from their 
homes -aqd^'flresidea^while many irtij: 
lions no longer have any conception ot 
personal liberty. 
'.'More than one hundred of our fe| 


low citizens have 'been forced to lay 
down their lives', it continues, -while 
hundreds are- still languishing In pris- 
ons." 
Now that the action of the German 


government in terminating, passive 
resistance only awaits formal ratifica- 
tion by the Reichtsag, the government 
faces the gigantic task of getting the 
Ruhr industrial sector back tr- any- 
thing like an approach to normalcy. 


While the tacit withdrawal of the 


orders to the resJsters is believed to 
be sufficient official notification that

_ WISHY-WASHY CLEANLINESS 


A lot of folks have no hesitancy at all about sitting 


down to cat without troubling to wash their hands. 
The whole rite or ceremony of cleanliness—among 
people—Is on Just that plane today. 


Cleanliness as the well trained sanitarian, the 


modern surgeon and the educated physician know 
It. does not affect linger bowls, but does discrimin- 
ate between clean dirt and dirty dirt: the finger 
bow] ceremony unhappily fails to protect the Indi- 
vidual against the dangers of dirty dirt, even if it 
removes tho clean dirt. 


Clean hands, the modern sanitarians assure us, are 


of the utmost Importance in the prevention of the 
spread of disease. 
But the laws or ordinances, if 


any. 
requiring restaurants, cafeterias and lunch- 


rooms to provide suitable lavatory facilities for 
their patrons are "sometimes inoperative and* the 
health authorities who teach cleanliness are often not 
concerned about filthy conditions in these ordinarily 
invisible places. 


In every place where food is dispensed for con- 


sumption on the premises—this includes ice cream 
and candy—running water and soap should be pro- 
vided for the unrestricted use of patrons.

elaborate in the way of fittings is required. But if

Answer—Some such idea prevailed many years 


ago. before the cause and nature of diphtheria was 
known. 
But the • use of such-sprays or gargles 


seems to have little appreciable effect, even when 
diphtheria germs are present in the throat: the 
"carrier" condition persists long after the patient 
has recovered from the attack. 
There is no evi- 


dence that any spray or gargle will prevent diph- 
theria, if one is exposed to the disease. 


Stopping Perspiration 


Is it injurious in any way to stop the perspiration 


in the armpits? If not. what will do it?—S. A. 


Answer—No. Provided the agent employed does 


not irritate or poison. The best thing I know, is a 
solution of half an ounce of aluminum chlonde in 
three ounces of rain water or distilled water. 
This 


may be mopped on the skin under the arms with^a, 
ball of cotton, and allowed to dry before dressing. 
An application each day or each alternate day for 
three or four times will usually control the sweat- 
ing; the solution may be used again later as needed.

cement is made come out of the 
ground usually as solid rock.. 


They must first be crushed, 


ground and reground until at least 
85 per cent of the resulting powcler 
will shake through a sieve that will 
actually hold water.
